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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

OEGANIZATION  AND  ENEOLLMENT 

Miss  Gladys  Britton  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  from  her 
duties  as  teacher  at  the  West  school  for  a  period  of  one  year. 
Miss  Marion  EoUins  was  elected  as  teacher  during  this  time.  Miss 
Eollins  graduated  from  the  three  year  elementary  curriculum  at 
Keene  Teachers  College  in  1936.  She  taught  for  three  years  in  the 
schools  of  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire  before  coming  to  G-ilsum. 

The  aim  of  the  supervisory  program  in  our  schools  is  improve- 
ment in  the  quality  of  instruction.  There  are  several  principal 
factors  influencing  the  attainment  of  this  objective  which  are 
fundamental.  Most  important  of  these  are :  the  selection  of  quali- 
fied teachers,  the  improvement  of  teachers  in  service,  the  organi- 
zation of  a  definite  program  of  studies,  and  an  adequate  supply 
of  suitable  instructional  equipment. 

Only  teachers  who  are  especially  prepared  by  education  or 
experience  are  recommended  for  teaching  positions  in  the  schools 
of  the  supervisory  union.  Our  teachers  are  generally  interested  in 
professional  growth  and  have  manifested  this  interest  by  regular 
attendance  at  teachers'  institutes,  by  reading  professional  magazines 
and  books,  or  by  attendance  at  summer  school  sessions.  Our  ex- 
perienced teachers  have  been  interested  in  keeping  their  teaching 
procedures  up-to-date  and  in  conformity  with  accepted  educational 
practice. 

The  work  in  each  school  is  conducted  in  accordance  with  a 
definitely  prepared  program  of  studies  which  is  designed  to  assure 
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thoroughness  of  instruction  and  continuous  progress  in  the  work  of 
each  grade.  Eeports  indicating  the  scope  of  work  covered  by  each 
teacher  are  made  periodically  during  the  school  year.  The  content 
of  these  reports  is  compared  with  the  general  requirements  for  the 
grade.  Any  unusual  variation  from  the  established  standards  of 
attainment  is  investigated.  Standardized  tests  are  given  to  deter- 
mine individual  and  group  progress.  Deficiencies  in  the  fundamental 
subjects  are  discovered  through  the  use  of  an  established  diagnostic 
testing  program.  The  results  of  these  tests  supply  the  basis  for  a 
period  of  corrective  instruction  which  is  conducted  in  each  school. 

In  general,  our  schools  are  well  supplied  with  suitable  working 
equipment.  During  the  past  few  years  special  emphasis  has  been 
placed  en  building  up  the  programs  in  reading  and  arithmetic. 
Most  of  our  schools  are  now  adequately  supplied  with  up-to-date 
text  books  in  these  subjects.  Consideration  is  now  being  given  to 
a  general  adoption  of  new  books  in  history  and  geography.  Such 
new  adoptions  have  been  planned  to  extend  over  a  period  of  several 
years  in  order  to  distribute  the  expense  and  to  keep  within  the 
regular  school  appropriations.  In  some  of  the  schools  of  the  union 
there  is  a  need  for  more  reference  material  for  use  with  the  work 
of  the  upper  elementary  grades.  This  material  and  wall  maps 
which  are  likewise  essential,  have  been  purchased  within  the  limita- 
tions of  the  district  budgets. 

Two  general  group  meetings  were  scheduled  this  year  for  the 
teachers  in  the  elementary  schools  of  the  supervisory  union.  These 
meetings  were  devoted  principally  to  a  discussion  of  reading  readi- 
ness, primary  methods  in  reading,  the  reading  program  for  the 
intermediate  grades,  and  remedial  reading.  Dr.  Mary  E.  Elliff 
spoke  on  these  topics  to  the  teachers  at  both  meetings.

At  the  West  G-ilsum  school  the  desks  were  varnished  and  re- 
arranged to  provide  for  adjustment  in  sizes  and  to  permit  pupils 
in  the  same  grades  to  be  grouped  conveniently.  The  blackboards 
were  painted. 

At  the  village  school  the  bulk  head  was  repaired.  Repairs 
to  damage  caused  by  the  hurricane  were  completed.
